bred farm near Lexington) has a 
horse in there that I like a lot. 
His name's Assault.” 

It’s history that Assault won 
the 1946 Derby by eight open 
lengths. 

‘‘I was afraid to look for that 
woman at the Derby that after¬ 
noon.” Judge O'Rear commented. 
"After Assault won. I believe she 
would have embarrassed me by 
running up and kissing me " 

In presenting the commission. 
Morris told Judge O’Rear: 

“I was asked by Governor 
Beauchamp to tell you he be¬ 
lieved you looked and acted like 
a Kentucky Colonel and thereby 
deserved the commission. All of 
us agree that you deserve it” 
Judge O'Rear was the 14th child 
in a family of 15. He was bom in 
Camargo. Montgomery county, in 
1863. His father. Daniel O'Rear. 
was bom at Boonesboro in 1796, 
while George Washington was 
still serving as President. 

Thus, the elder O'Rear's life¬ 
time and that of his son have 
spanned the terms of every’ Presi¬ 
dent of the United States. 

The jurist, who describes him¬ 
self as "self-educated to a great 
degree.” studied and practiced 
law at West Liberty in the 1880’s 
and served two years as a judge 
of the Kentucky Court of Ap¬ 
peals. from 1908 through 1911. 
His first wife. Mrs. Virginia Ha- 
zelrigg O’Rear. died about twenty 
years ago. In 1933. he married 
Miss Mabel Taylor, Frankfort 
A dignified manner and a Van¬ 
dyke beard have for years identi¬ 
fied Judge O'Rear to homefolks 
and visitors as "Mr. Kentucky 
Colonel " The commission he re¬ 
ceived today gives him that title 
Judge O’Rear at 92 is hale and 
hearty and keeps busy every day 
of his life.

SOME THINGS I REMEMBER 
By MRS. W. II. WELLS 

A birthday card that I received 
years ago that had this short 
verse on it: “May the years that 
come and go be as golden hours 
in a perfect day. Through the 
morning, noon and sunset, too, 
may the joy of living be real to 
you.” All through the passing 
years there has been the joy of 
living. There have been heart¬ 
aches but through it all there is 
peace as the years go by that 
passes all understanding. 

When the gold in our nair nas 
turned to silver and we begin to 
think of yesterdays, some folks 
say, “Don’t do that. People will 
think you are getting old.” Wil¬ 
liam Lyon Phelps has written 
this pleasar try on "Growing Old": 
It is sad to see so many men and 
women afraid of growing old. 
They are in bondage to fear. 
Many of them when they see the 
first gray hair are alarmed Now- 
one ought not to be alarmed when 
one’s hair turns gray. If it turned 
green or blue one should see a 
doctor. But when it turns gray 
that simply means there is so 
much gray mater in the skull 
there is r.o longer room for it, so 
it comes out and discolors the 
hair. We should never be asham¬ 
ed of our gray hair but wear it 
proudly as we would carry a flag 
and think how fortunate we are 
to have lived long enough to earn 
it. Each school day morning as 
I raise the shades to the windows 
i in our small home. I see a group 
of little folks waiting for the 
school bus to take them carefully 
to school, it is their first year 
and it does one good to see how 
happy they are Then I remem¬ 
ber hearing my Mother say of me 
| to her friends one day. "Well, it 
: .von’t be long until our little girl 
| will be starling in to school.” 1 
was so thrilled 1 could hardiv 
wait until September came There 
I was what was called the public 
school for those children that 
lived within the town, but those 
outside the town limits had to 
pay for the privilege of attend¬ 
ing. I never heard much about 
what you call the rural schools 
at that time, but most families 
that could posibly do so sent their 
children to private schools. Along 
in late summer I knew the time 
was getting near when my Mother 
and my grandmother started 
sewing and knitting. Never will 
I forget those scratchy red. white 
and pink woolen stockings and 
mittens, red and white flannel 
petticoats, long underwear, high 
button shoes, heavy coats and fas¬ 
cinators. When winter came I 
was so bundled up I looked like 
a mole. 

Then for summer there were 
calico dresses of red, blue and 
white, best grade 5 cents a yard. 
Then there were the Sunday 
dresses, worn only on Sunday or 
some special occasion, woolen 
dresses with white pinafores for 
winter and pretty white dresses 
with wide ribbon sashes for sum- 
I ner. The sashes were my favor- 
’ ites. One I remember was of wide 
■ watered silk that made a bow al- 

I niost as large as I was As soon 
as I was where my Mother could 
not see me, I brought that big 
bew around in front so I could 
see it. But I was pietty sure to 
put it back before I was near 
home. 

And hats! how I hated them. 

1 Every hat had a rubber band that 
: went under your chin to hold it 
on. I usually carried mine in my 
i hand like a handbag. 

Some of my happiest years 
were spent at Rose Hill Semin¬ 
ary. a school for ^i-!s conducted 
by the Rev. William Crenshaw 
and his wife. R.v. Crenshaw was 
a minister of the Christian church 
during his late years. We were 
never allowed to chew gum or 
bite our fingernails. If we did 
we were sent to the Crenshaw 
children's black mammy to be 
fed—which was a bad thing to 
happen. Day pupils had to taki 
their lunch. No lovely school 
I cafeteria or sweet shop to buy 
vour lunch, no wax paper or foil 
to wrap your jam biscuit in, just 
a napkin and a paper bag or box 
Very ie-.v children had lunch 
boxes. And bread for sandwiches 
was never heard of. Bakers bread 
was something that you only 
bought in an emergency I re¬ 
member one time my Mother sent 
i me for two loaves They were 
five cents a loaf and baked two 
loaves together with crusts all 
over. Somehow I happened to get 
to the middle of the two loaves 
before I reached home and when 
my Mother opened the package. 

| one loaf was empty. I had eaten 
the whole inside What haopened 
then I have forgotten, but I have 
a vivio imagination! 

Young lolks of today wonder 
what in the world we did to have 
fun—no movies, no cars, no swim¬ 
ming poolr, and for clothes, no 
blue jeans or saddle oxfords, no 
shorts or sweaters or Bobbie Sox 
and no nylons. But we didn’t 
n.iss any of them. We didn't 
krew anything about such things 
becausf they were never heard 
of There were many happy days 
that would be great to live over 
again, but a« we cannot go back 
in reality we have wonderful 
memories that really are almost 
as good. And may the jov of 
living be real to all of us as we 
go toward the Sunset of this Life. 


HISTORY OF DINGUS AND 
ADDINGTON FAMILIES

When one begins tracing their 
ancestry, he often find that he 
has distant relatives he never 
knew existed. It is also possible 
to know, or know- of these people 
and not know of the family re¬ 


lation. 

I knew very little of my moth¬ 
er's paternal ancestors until I 
read a history of some of the 
families. My mother. Mrs. Cora 
Barker, was the daughter of 
Charles B Dingus for whom the 
Dingus, Ky. post office in Morgan 
county was named He died when 
Mother was three years old. He 
has two other living children— 
J. L. Dingus of Licking River and 
Mrs. Frank Barker of Darfork 

Charles B Dingus had thirteen 
brothers and sisters, who were all 
born in Virginia. Charles B and 
his brother William M. Dingus 
migrated to Kentucky Charles 
B. married Sarah Hamilton in 
1884 and Will m B married Mar¬ 
tha Smith in 1878. 

William Dingus’ children who 
are now living are Frank Dingus. 
Dora Dingus and Hattie Oney of 
Bethanna and John Dingus and 
Fannie Oney of Harper. 

The parents of William and 
Charles Dingus were George and 
Margaret Addington Dingus. Mar¬ 
garet Addington Dingus was born 
June 2, 1814 in Virginia, daughter 
of Charles Cromwell Addington 
and Anna Dota Addington Chas. 
Cromwell Addington was born in 
Culpepper county, Virginia Oct 
10, 1777 and was the father of 
sixteen children. He lived to see 
104 years. 3 months and 8 days. 

The father of Charles C. Ad¬ 
dington was born in London. 
England about 1750 and came to 
America a wealthy young man 
and settled in Culpepper county, 
Virginia He married Margaret 
Cromwell about 1774 He volun¬ 
teered and fought under General 
Washington in the »var between 
Great Britain and the Colonies 
and was present at the surrender 
of Lord Cornwallis at Yorktown 
in 1781. 

There are many descendants of 
the Addington family in Ken¬ 
tucky, Virginia. Tennessee and in 
many states throughout thp USA. 

The Kilgores of Morgan county 
are of that familv. Paschal Kil¬ 
gore who at one time lived at 
Canev is mentioned in the his¬ 
tory of the families. 

Hulda Addington married Wil¬ 
liam Lawson in 1845 and lived in 
Wolfe county near Mavtown. Ky 
They had four daughters and two 
sons. One of the daughters. Kate, 
married John Centers. Thev were 
the parents of Dr. Taylor Centers 
of Wolfe county Josephine mar¬ 
ried first Newt Ingram, then sec¬ 
ond. John Bowman They lived 
near Mavtown and were survived 
by seven children Many of the 
descendants live in Wise and 
Scott county. Virginia A historv 
was written of the family from 
the time they came to the U S. 
until 'he year 1931.
